William tL Post d ied this 
morning at his homd 1003 Center av e- 
nu e, at 1:45 o’clock. 
He had been 
u nd er the care of a phy sician for some 
time past, as he was trou bled with 
pleu risy and heart trou ble. 
It is 
thou ght that a weak heart was the 
cau se of his d eath, combined with a 
paraly tic stroke. 
At the time of his 
d eath his d au ghter was fanning him. 
His two d au ghters, Misses Lillian and 
Blanche Post were liv ing with their 
father at the time of his d eath. 
For thirty -tw o y ears Rev . Post had 
been a minister of the gospel, starting 
to preach when 
he 
was twenty - 
fiv e y ears old . 
He was six ty -two 
y ears 
old 
at 
his 
d eath 
be­ 
ing 
born in Fort 
Way ne, 
Ind ­ 
iana on 
May 2 0 1842 . He mov ed 
to Dix on ten y ears ago from Amboy 
where he had been preaching for sev e­ 
ral y ears. Since his arriv al in Dix on 
he has preached at Eid ena and Grand 
Detou r. Du ring his ministry he was 
presid ing eld er for sev eral y ears both 
in sou th Dakota and Nebraska. He 
has tilled many pu lpits in Northern 
Illinois while serv ing his Master in 
the Christian ministry . Besid eg d oing 
faithfu l work in thechu rchjhe was not 
fou nd wanting when his cou ntry call­ 
ed for sold iers d u ring the war of the 
rebellion, After serv ing his cou ntry 
v alantly for fou r y ears he retu rned to 
his v ocation of preaching the gospel* 


WAS A MEMBER OF THE G. A. R. 
As a faithfu l member of the Grand 
Army of the Repu blic he was honored 
by his comrad es by election to the 
position of command er in that organ­ 
ization in the y ear 19 02 . Besid es serv ­ 
ing as command er he was chaplain of 
the Dix on post at the time of his 
d eath. His fu neral will be in charge 
of the Dix on post of the G. A. R. 
The serv ices will be held in the Meth­ 
od ist chu rch, the Rev . Wm. 
Crav en 
officiating. Definite arrangements for 
the fu neral hav e not been mad e as y et, 
ior it is not known when Mr. Post’s 
child ren from California will reach 
Dix on. 
An annou ncement of the 
time of the fu neral will be mad e in 
this paper as soon as it is know. 
Mr. Post was a member of Benev o­ 
lent Camp No. 841 of the Mod ern 
Wood men of America.

At the Sterling city cou ncil meet­ 
ing Mond ay night an ord inance was 
asked by the Sterling, Dix on and East 
ern Electric Railway company grant­ 
ing the company the right to erect 
poles and stretch wires from the power 
hou se to the main trolley and was 
granted 
u nanimou sly . 
When the 
company 
has 
pu t 
this 
feed er 
In 
place, 
it 
will 
then be able 
to operate its interu rban and Sterl­ 
ing city serv ices ind epend ently of 
each other. 
If an accid ent takes 
place in the cou ntry , the citv cars 
will be able to ru n regu larly , or v ice 
v ersa. As the sy stem is now con­ 
stru cted , an accid ent to the power 
any where along the line will tie u p 
the entire sy stem u ntil the d amage 
is repaired . When the proposed gen­ 
erator is installed in Dix on it will 
be possible to separate the trolley 
wires here in the same way . 
EXTENSION TO MORRISON. 
The installation of the su b-station 
in Dix on will prov id e ju nple power for 
the entire line, and when this is d one 
the best of time can be maintained on 
any sched u le the traffic may d emand . 
This will also afford ample power for 
the proposed ex tension of the line to 
Morrison. A gentleman closely con 
nected with the company in speaking 
of the m atter last night stated that 
all that stood in the way . of the early 
ex tension of the interu rban to Mor­ 
rison was the secu ring of the right of 
way between Sterling and Morrison, 
and that this was bu t a q u estion of 
time. He ex pected to see tbe line in 
operation from Sterling to» Morrison 
within the nex t 18 months. The only 
work to be d one will be the lay ing of 
the track and the erecting |of the 
trolley wire. The company will hav e 
ample power and alread y hassu fflcient 
rolling stock to operate the line the 
entire d istance from Dix on to Mor­ 
rison.

CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS 


Official Investigation into the causes 
of the railway disaster on the Erie 
Railway , near Paterson, N. J., last 
Sunday , shows nothing but. criminal 
carelessness as the cause. Seventeen 
deaths and a long array of injured, 
some fatally , others seriously or slight­ 
ly , make a record of horror eq ualed 
only by the wreck on the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois Railway of Wednes­ 
day , with twenty -two deaths and 
forty -four seriously injured. 
As was 
the case with the Iroq uois and the 
Slocum tragedies, the majority of the 
victims of the two railway tragedies 
were women and children— the Chi­ 
cago train being filled with children 
of the Doremus Church on their way 
to a picnic. 
In that case the wreck is charged to 
a “misunderstandingof<orders.” In 
the New Jersey case the signal oper­ 
ator is blamed for having given the 
signal jor a clear track, when It could 
not have beeD without his knowledge 
that a train had entered the block not 
two minutes before and that it would 
stop for water before passing from the 
block. The signal operator, In his own 
defense, insists that he attempted to 
puli the lever against the train, but 
that it would not work. The plain 
facts before the public are that, either 
because of a neglectful operator, an 
inefficient lever o t a misunderstand­ 
ing of orders, scores have been sent to 
death and more scores seriously in­ 
jured. 
Accidents will largely cease only 
when railway officials and subordi­ 
nates are forced to the conclusion 
that only the most tried and tested 
appliances must be used, that abso­ 
lute fidelity to orders must be ob­ 
served and that criminal carelessness 
will subject them to the most severe 
punishment. The public is entitled 
to the most unswerving fidelity and 
to every possible safeguard.

HOT 
MILK 


Ro ck Falls Yo uth Receiv es Deluge 
Ho t fro m Creamery Separato r. 
Harry Staples, son of Charles Stap­ 
les of Rock Falls, and Earl Foy were 
badly burned with hot milk at the El­ 
gin creamery west of that city y ester 
day morning. Harry was visiting at 
the Foy place near Tampico and went 
th the creamery to get some of the 
separator milk. They filled several 
cans with the boiling milk and started 
for home wnen one of the hames 
broke and the horses beeame frighten­ 
ed and started to run. The Foy boy 
held on nntil one line broke and thi s 
threw the horses into the ditch upset­ 
ting the wagon and pinning Harry 
under the cans. He was badly burned 
on almost every portion of his body . 
The Foy tioy escaped with only a few 
bums and he ran into the creamery 
and turned the water on himself. Mr. 
Miller, who runs the creamery , came 
to Harry Staples’ assistance and re­ 
leased him, taking him into the 
creamery where he greased him all 
over and then brought him to his 
home in the city . The burns are very 
painful and are considered serious.
